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Tragic shooting claims 
three lives in 
murder-suicide

A day of horror in 
Stanton that rocked the 
Powell County communi¬ 
ty has turned even more 
tragic. 

Kentucky State 

Police say that Randall 
Derickson, 50, and Lori 
Hall Boswell, 35, have 
each died from their inju¬ 
ries. Derickson died at 
6:58 a.m. last Thursday. 
Boswell succumbed to her 
injuries last Thursday 
evening at 4:20 p.m., 
according to the Fayette 
County Coroner's Office. 

Police say that Derickson 
shot Boswell in the head 
last Tuesday, before he 
went to a home on Karin 
Drive and shot Rhonda 
Rogers. Rogers died at 
the scene. Derickson then 
shot himself after taking 
police on a chase through 
Stanton. 

The incident began after 
Derickson and Boswell 
reportedly had been in 
an argument at Boswell's 
mother's home on Sipple 
Street. Witnesses told 
police that Derickson shot 
Boswell with a .38 cali¬ 
ber revolver and fled the 
scene. Derickson was an

ex-boyfriend to Boswell. 
State police said that he 
may have been upset over 
the break-up. 

After shooting Boswell, 
Derickson went to a home 
on Karin Drive, where one 
source indicates that he 
was looking for Boswell's 


new boyfriend. However, 
the name of the boyfriend 
has not been released. 

Rogers, a neighbor to 
the home on the small 
street behind Stanton's 
airport, came toward the 
home with a ball bat. 
Police believe she was 
just trying to help pro¬ 
tect her neighbor's prop¬ 
erty. However, Derickson 
reportedly shot Rogers 
twice in the face. She was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene by Powell County 
Coroner Hondo Hearne. 

Derickson then fled 
that scene, but ran into a 
road block at the intersec¬ 
tion of Airport Road and 
East College Avenue set 
up police looking for him. 
Police say that Derickson 
cut through the Save-A- 
Lot parking lot and failed 
to stop as Stanton Police 
Sgt. Greg Conner tried 
to get him to. Derickson 
reportedly was “brandish¬ 
ing a weapon” and gunned 
his engine driving toward 
Conner. Conner fired two 
shots into the windshield 
of Derickson's truck but 
missed him.

Police look for two Powell men in 
connection to Estill armed robbery

Estill County authori¬ 
ties are looking for two 
Powell County men in 
connection to an armed 
robbery that occured last 
Sunday. Police say that 
Joshua Back and Terry 
Abshear are wanted after 
they have been accused of 
allegedly robbing Shelia 
Begley in Irvine. 

Reports state that a 
woman who works for 
Begley has been arrested 
and charged with complic¬ 
ity to commit a burglary. 
That woman, Jennifer 
Puckett, of Irvine, left the 


back door unlocked so that 
Back and Abshear could 
enter the home. It was a 
planned robbery accord¬ 
ing to Estill County depu¬ 
ties. Puckett has allegedly 
told police that Back was 
carrying a gun and that 
Abshear was wearing a 
mask. 

The two men alleg¬ 
edly entered the home 
and held the two women 
at gun point. They took 
off with Begley's purse 
and cordless telephone 
so she could not call for 
help. After the men left, 
Puckett volunteered to 
go for help. Puckett was 
going to go to her father's 
home to retrieve a gun, 
according officers. 


But police say she 
picked up the two men 
instead. They had gone 
to an abandoned piece 
of property near Begley's 
home. 

Police say that the men 
took off with approxi¬ 
mately $1,100 in cash, 
some credit cards and a 
cell phone. 

Puckett is currently 
incarcerated in the Estill 
County Detention Center. 
Police are still looking 
for Back and Abshear. 
They are asking if any¬ 
one has any information 
about their whereabouts 
to please notify the Estill 
County Sheriffs Office at 
606-723-2323

Powell Dems 'uncommitted' in primary

It may have come as a shock to some 
Democrats. In last week's May Primary 
President Barak Obama did not fare too 
well in Kentucky. But more importantly 
he did not do well in counties that are 
considered democratic strongholds like 
Powell. 

Powell's Democratic primary results 
gave “Uncommitted” a 233-166 victory 
over the president. In fact, President 
Obama only won in two precincts. Those 
were Stanton #2 (17-11) and Slade 
#11 (7-3). It was dead even, 16-16, in 
Precinct #11 at Stanton #10. 

Meanwhile in the Republican 
Presidential Primary, front-runner Mitt 
Romney took the Powell vote. Romney 
gathered 116 votes as Ron Paul came in 
second with 27. Former candidates Rick 
Santorum picked up 18, former Speaker 


of the House Newt Gingrich pulled in 13 
and “uncommitted” rolled up six votes. 

In the 6th District Congressional race 
for the Republicans, Andy Barr won eas¬ 
ily. Barr picked up 142 votes in Powell 
County. Patrick J. Kelly, II received 18 
and Curtis Kenimer got 10 votes. 

As for the state totals, President 
Obama did carry Kentucky. Obama 
received 119,200 votes, while “uncom¬ 
mitted” picked up 86,922. That gave 
the president 57.85 percent of the vote. 
Romney picked up 117,600 for 66.77 
percent of his party's vote. 

The turnout for the lack luster prima¬ 
ry in Powell County was a dismal 6.52 
percent. Records from the state indicate 
that only 605 of the 9,277 registered 
voters in the county actually took part

Man who shot son, self-proclaimed advocate among indictments

The Powell County Grand Jury returned indictments 
on 16 people totaling 62 charges last Wednesday in 
Powell Circuit Court. Among those who were indicted 
was the man accused of shooting his own son five 
times and a self-proclaimed advocate against domes¬ 
tic violence who was arrested for assaulting a police 
officer. 

Sterling Esteppe, 54, of Clay City, was indicted based 
on an incident that happened on Feb. 23. Esteppe and 
his son, Dean Esteppe, had been an argument earlier 
that evening. Esteppe allegedly went inside his home 
and came back out with a rifle. He shot his son five 
times before his son took the weapon from him and 
struck him with it, knocking him out. Esteppe's wife 
and another relative were also there at the time of 
the shooting. 

Esteppe was originally charged with attempted 
murder. However, sources say that the family did not 
want to pursue that line of charges. The grand jury 
indicted Esteppe on first degree assault. His bond has 

been set at $295,000 full 



cash. 

Janet Fox, 52, of Lexington, told police she was a 
domestic violence worker who helped victims of those 
types of crime. However, when police armed with a 
warrant for Donna Rose, a friend of Fox's, came to 
arrest Rose on March 8, it was Fox who allegedly 
became violent. 

According to arrest records, Fox was at Rose's home 
to help her as she was facing charges dealing with 
abandonment of her teenage child during a contested 
divorce. As Powell County Deputy Matt Reed attempt¬ 
ed to arrest Rose on the warrants, Fox intervened by 
striking him. 

The Times did contact the area’s largest domestic 
violence advocacy group in Lexington to see if Fox 
was a worker for them. The group denied having any 
knowledge of her working on their behalf. 

Fox was indicted on one count of third degree 
assault of a police officer and one count of resisting 
arrest when she allegedly was “using force or threat¬ 
ening to use force or violence” against officers. Her 
bond has been set at $25,000 full cash. 

Grand jury indictments usually one gives one side of 
the case. All parties are innocent until proven guilty 
in a court of law. Other indictments, with age and 
address noted if available are: 


• Alex Herald, 24, was charged with burglary third 
degree for allegedly breaking into Doug's Market in 
Clay City, theft by unlawful taking over $500 and sec¬ 
ond degree criminal mischief, bond set at $35,000; 

• Bradley Montgomery, 43, charged with four counts 
of criminal possession of a forged instrument and one 
count of persistent felony offender first degree, bond 
set at $45,000; 

• Brenda Jones, 49, received two indictments total¬ 
ing 18 counts of criminal possession of a forged instru¬ 
ment, two counts of using fraud or a false statement to 
obtain controlled substances and two counts of being a 
persistent felony first degree. Her bond on each indict¬ 
ment is set at $45,000; 

• Sharon Reed, 39, of Stanton, was charged with 
second degree attempting to commit burglary, second 
degree criminal mischief and possession of burglar’s 
tools. Police say they caught her trying to break into a 
house. Her bond is set at $20,000; 

• Teresa Conner, 48, Clay City, one count of posses¬ 
sion of a controlled substance first degree and one

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Sheriffs office arrests three in 
alleged theft, one case dismissed

Local officers have been 
kept quite busy trying to 
get a handle on all of the 
metal thefts that have 
been occurring recently 
Just last week deputies 
from the Powell County 
Sheriff’s Department 
believe they caught a 
couple of suspects red- 
handed. 

However, one suspect’s 
charges have been dis¬ 
missed, one suspect’s pre¬ 
trial conference is set for 
next month and the third 
suspect was just sched¬ 
uled to be arraigned this 
week. 

Powell County Deputies 
Billy Rice and Mike Kelso 
responded to a call on 
Campton Road late on 
May 14. The call came 
in at 11:32 p.m. and the 
report indicated that 
someone was trying to 
steal some metal rims. 

When the deputies 
arrived they saw dense 
smoke and saw a fire 
located on the back end of 
some property reportedly 
belonging to Paul Wells. 
The deputies made their 
way to that scene where 
they found two subjects 
apparently burning tires 
off of metal rims. 

The officers found 
Donald Huntsberger and 
Latashia Jones. According 
to the officers both were 
unlawfully on property 
that belonged to Wells. 

According to arrest 
records, Huntsberger, 37, 
of Clay City, had allegedly 
asked Wells about tak¬ 
ing scrap metal from the 
property, but Wells had 


denied the request sev¬ 
eral times. Huntsberger 
then admitted to officers, 
in the report, that he had 
been taking items from 
the property and selling 
it at Prater’s in Menifee 
County, which is a scrap 
yard. The value of the 
property allegedly taken 
was $1,500. 

Further investiga¬ 
tion and according to a 
report filed Deputy Rice, 
Huntsberger and Jones 
advised that a third party 
was involved. They iden¬ 
tified Anthony Townsend 
as being their partner. 
Huntsberger told offi¬ 
cers, in the report that 
Townsend had left just 
prior to the officers arriv¬ 
ing in Huntsberger’s truck 
to pick up some beer. 

Huntsberger was 
arrested and charged 
with criminal trespassing 
third degree and theft by 
unlawful taking. His bond 
was set at $1,500 cash and 
he was released Tuesday. 
Jones, 23, of Stanton, was 
charged with criminal 
trespassing third degree. 
Her bond was set as a 
$500 surety bond. 

“The sheriff and this 
department is serious 
about trying to stop all 
the metal thefts going 
on,” Deputy Rice said. 
“We don’t care if its $40 
or $1,000, it will not be 
tolerated.” 

Townsend, 37, of 
Stanton, was found later 
on Tuesday on Nada 
Tunnel Road. In the back 
of the truck Townsend was 
driving, which belonged 
to Huntsberger, Deputy 
Larry Hall found burned 
rims. Townsend alleg¬ 
edly admitted to getting 


the rims from the same 
property that belonged to 
Wells. 

Townsend also allegedly 
told police, and it was doc¬ 
umented in Rice’s report, 
that he was unaware 
that Huntsberger had 
been arrested the night 
before. He also stated that 
Huntsberger had called 
him that morning and told 
him that the rims were 
ready to be sold to the 
scrap yard and asked him 
to pick them up. Townsend 
admitted to going onto the 
property and retrieving 
the rims. 

Townsend was arrested 
and charged with theft by 
unlawful taking, criminal 
trespassing third degree, 
alcohol intoxication, crim¬ 
inal mischief first degree 
and operating a vehicle on 
a suspended license. His 
bond was set at $2,500 
cash. 

There has been specula¬ 
tion about the property 
and who the owner is. 
Sources have indicated 
that the three may have 
received permission from 
an owner of the property, 
while other sources have 
stated that the proper¬ 
ty belongs to Wells. But 
according to police they 
had a report of a theft 
and had to act on it. Those 
issues would be settled in 
court. 

In Powell District Court 
last week Townsend’s 
charges were dropped 
at the request of the 
Commonwealth. Jones 
is set for a pre-trial con¬ 
ference in early June 
and Huntsberger was to 
be arraigned this past 
Tuesday.

Derickson then led police on a chase 
through Stanton where he ended up at 
a house he rented in the past on Sipple 
Street. That house was right next door 
to the Hall’s residence where the night¬ 
mare afternoon began. 

An ambulance was blocking the street 
as he came to a stop. Stanton Police 
officer Phillip Frazier, who was behind 
Derickson’s truck, stated that Derickson 
put the gun to his own head and pulled 


the trigger. 

In all police say Derickson fired four 
shots, two more bullets were found in 
the revolver’s chamber. All four of his 
shots were accounted for. Boswell and 
Derickson were taken by ambulance to 
the Clark Regional Medical Center and 
then flown to the UK Medical Center. 

State police are still investigating the 
incident. Detective Virgil Rucker is in 
charge of the investigation.

With them 
were sister Charlene 
(Maggie Peterson) and 
all the Darling boys (The 
Dillards: Rodney Dillard, 
guitar; Doug Dillard, 
banjo; Mitch Jayne, bass; 
and Dean Webb, man¬ 
dolin) with their instru¬ 
ments in hand. 

As Briscoe Darling 
(Denver Pyle) dipped 
his hat in the memorial 
horse trough in the cen¬ 
ter of town, you just knew 
The Darlings were going 
to give Andy, Barney and 
all the folks of Mayberry 
a heck of a ride. 

It was during this time 
that the folk revival was 
in full swing. Lester Flatt 
and Earl Scruggs were 
popularizing bluegrass 
through appearances on 
“The Beverly Hillbillies,” 
and the sounds of blue- 
grass on “The Andy 
Griffith Show” came 
largely from the Dillards. 
While Lester and Earl 
made appearances as 
themselves on “The 
Beverly Hillbillies,” The 
Dillards had the unique 
distinction of appearing 
in character on “The Andy 
Griffith Show.” 

I had the honor of pro¬ 
ducing Doug in the stu¬ 
dio, recording with him 
and also having the Doug 
Dillard Band perform 
with me as I did my live 


experience. 

“The (show) brought 
bluegrass to a lot of peo¬ 
ple who normally would 
not even listen to it,” he 
said. “I did not realize at 
the time what network 
exposure meant. I knew 
back in Missouri that 
Andy Griffith was one 
of my favorite shows. It 
had only been going since 
1960. Our first one was 
aired in 1963.” 

When Doug was in his 
teens, he was so enthused 
by Earl Scruggs he con¬ 
vinced his parents to 
drive him from Missouri 
to Madison, Tenn., to 
Scruggs’ house. Scruggs 
opened the door, and the 
teen asked Earl to install 
his Scruggs tuners, which 
the innovator of the banjo 
did without reservation. 

Doug confirmed my 
hopes that the Griffith 
set and crew was just 
like a family. The Dillards 
made six appearances on 
the show between 1963 
and 1967. 

“Aunt Bea (Frances 
Bavier) would make candy 
and cookies at home and 
bring it down to us on 
the set,” he said. “All the 
people were just down-to- 
earth type people.” 

Doug said their time on 
the set with Andy and Don 
Knotts was spent making 
music or watching the 
two co-stars square off 
at a game of darts. He 
said those games could 
get a bit heated. Often 
other Desilu studio stars 
such as Lucille Ball, 
Danny Thomas and Dick 
Van Dyke would stop by 
the show while they were 


there performing. 

He loved working with 
Denver Pyle (Briscoe 
Darling). 

“He treated us just like 
his boys,” he said. 

Dillard also said that 
performing in “The 
Return to Mayberry” in 
1986 was just like a fam¬ 
ily reunion. 

In addition to playing 
the banjo in films such as 
“Bonnie and Clyde,” Doug 
also appeared in the “The 
Rose” with Bette Midler 
and in “Popeye” with 
Robin Williams as “Clem, 
the banjo player.” 

While filming “Popeye,” 
he took a 50-foot fall, 
went into a coma and was 
not expected to survive. 

“Somehow or another 
I think I had something 
that was riding on my 
shoulder,” he said. 

Of course, along the way 
he continued performing, 
recording and creating a 
legacy that crossed the 
genres of bluegrass, coun¬ 
try and rock music 

Along with the late 
Earl Scruggs, Doug was 
probably America’s most 
influential banjo stylist, 
reaching millions through 
the Griffith appearanc¬ 
es and a never-ending 
stream of recordings and 
film soundtrack work. 

There have been only 
a handful of bluegrass 
stars that have achieved 
widespread fame where 
it seems like everyone 
on the face of the earth 
knows who he or she are. 
Doug, Rodney, Mitch and 
Dean are definitely among 
that very elite group. 
Their influence around 
the world will probably 
never really be known. 
They were inducted into

the Bluegrass Music Hall 
of Fame in 2009. 

On a personal note, 
Doug was one of those 
who inspired my life in 
music and acting through 
the work he did on televi¬ 
sion. He was a more than 
a friend. 

Just as the Darlings 
unexpectedly climbed 
down a rope from the 
Mayberry Hotel window 
into the arms of Andy 
Griffith 50 years ago, the 
Dillards climbed down 
that woven string onto 
the fabric of what would 
become America’s town 
— Mayberry. 

Doug lived in Nashville 
with his wife, songwriter- 
singer Vikki Sallee. More 
information about some 
of his books and record¬ 
ings are available at www.

Duke TIP ceremony at WKU 


The group of about 400 
students that congregat¬ 
ed at Western Kentucky 
University on Friday 
(May 25) had three things 
in common: their college- 
ready ACT or SAT scores; 
their seventh-grade 
standing in school; and 
the incredible potential 
that combination creates. 

The accomplished mid¬ 
dle schoolers visited WKU 
to attend the Kentucky 
Recognition Ceremony 
for the Duke Talent 
Identification Program 
hosted by The Center for 
Gifted Studies. The event 
at Diddle Arena honored 
students for scoring at or 
above the average for col¬ 
lege-bound seniors on one 
or more sections of the 
ACT or SAT this year. 

Five of those students 
are from Powell County. 
Alyssa D. Allen, Abbigale 
K. Harrison, Corey C. 
Mattingly, Jessamyn 
M. Rogers and Dane T. 
Sprinkle were the stu¬ 
dents from Powell County 
Middle School to receive 
the honor. 

In Kentucky, 2,909 sev¬ 
enth-graders, who initial¬ 
ly scored in the 95th per¬ 
centile on a grade-level 


achievement test, took 
the above-level assess¬ 
ments. More than 1,400 
then qualified to be hon¬ 
ored at the Kentucky 
Recognition Ceremony. 
Additionally, 152 were 
invited to the Grand 
Recognition Ceremony on 
Duke University's cam¬ 
pus, celebrating those who 
earned scores equal to or 
better than 90 percent of 
college-bound seniors on 
the ACT or SAT. 

Nationally, more than 
77,000 seventh-graders 
tested, and 25,328 were 
invited to attend a state 
recognition event. 

Dr. Julia Roberts, 
executive director of The 
Center for Gifted Studies, 
noted that the ceremonies 
provide inspiration and 
encouragement for gifted 
young students, who need 
the help of educators and 
decision makers to con¬ 
tinue on their current 
trajectories. 

“Duke TIP recognizes 
the exceptional academic 
performance of seventh- 
graders,” she said. “This 
day is a wonderful cel¬ 
ebration of high potential 
that must be followed up 
with appropriately chal¬ 


lenging learning oppor¬ 
tunities to develop that 
potential to the fullest.” 

Potential was “the key 
word of the day,” Kentucky 
Rep. Carl Rollins (D- 
Woodford County), chair 
of the House Education 
Committee, noted in 
his remarks to stu¬ 
dents. He and Kentucky 
Department of Education 
Consultant for Gifted 
and Talented Education 
Kathie Anderson congrat¬ 
ulated students on their 
achievements thus far but 
urged them to continuing 
setting high goals. 

“I want you to under¬ 
stand this is the begin¬ 
ning,” Rollins said. 

WKU President Gary 
Ransdell, who provided 
the keynote address for 
the ceremony, noted that 
the entire Commonwealth 
is counting on these bright 
seventh-graders to lead 
the state into an intellec¬ 
tually and economically 
prosperous future. 

The Center for Gifted 
Studies, the Honors 
College at WKU and the 
Carol Martin Gatton 
Academy of Mathematics 
and Science in Kentucky 
— which Newsweek 


recently named the 
nation's top high school 
— are excited and ready 
to assist the seventh- 
graders along the way, he 
said. 

“Shoot for big dreams,” 
Dr. Ransdell said. “Be bold. 
Be aggressive. Reach for 
your dreams, and know 
that there are things we 
can do in Kentucky to 
help you achieve those 
dreams.” 

The students rounded 
out the day taking a clos¬ 
er look at those ambi¬ 
tions by touring WKU's 
campus and the Gatton 
Academy. 

Dr. Ransdell said he 
hoped the experience 
invigorated students as 
they soon set their sights 
on high school, then col¬ 
lege. 

“You've already begun 
to set yourself apart from 
other students in your 
area school, and don't let 
that be something that 
ever causes you to be shy 
or timid or anything other 
than completely confi¬ 
dent in your abilities,” he 
said. “You are beginning 
to rise.”

We were very careful to 
follow that rule because 
none of us wanted to 
have a melon growing in 
our bellies. 

I read a story once 
about a little boy who 
had been invited to a 
birthday party where the 
main attraction was to be 
a watermelon eating con¬ 
test. The winner would 
be the child who collected 


the most seeds during the 
course of the event. 

This boy loved water¬ 
melon and was fairly cer¬ 
tain he could eat more 
than any other kid in 
the county, but on the 
off chance that he may 
be out done he devised 
a scheme that would 
ensure his victory. 

In the week leading up 
to the party he asked his 
mother for watermelon 
everyday and each time 
he would eat as much 
as he could. Secretly he 


hid away every seed he 
found. On the day of the 
party he carefully filled 
his pockets and hurried 
off to what he thought 
would be a guaranteed 
prize winning perfor¬ 
mance. 

As he took his seat at 
the table with the other 
children he was feel¬ 
ing mighty proud of his 
devious plan. But as the 
plates of watermelon 
were placed before each 
child his heart sank. 

His pockets were filled 


to the top with black 
watermelon seeds. The 
melon that was being 
used for the contest was 
full of white seeds. Moral 
of the story...cheaters 
never win.

2012 Literacy Week Reading Recommendations 

1. “Runaway Bunny” by Margaret Wise Brown 
(Toddler) - “From the same author of 'Goodnight 
Moon', this book serves as sweet tale to lull young 
readers to sleep. It depicts a small rabbit who wishes 
to run away from his mother, but no matter what 
form he takes, the adoring mother always finds a way 
to reassure and retrieve him.” 

2. “Oh the Places You'll Go!” by Dr. Seuss (All ages) 
- “Perhaps one of the most familiar Dr. Seuss stories, 
this book follows the journey of a young boy through 
colorful, geometric landscapes and is a worthwhile 
read for people of any age. The rhythmic and inspi¬ 
rational story is relevant for preschoolers, college 
graduates or anyone who sets off on a new adventure 
in life.” 

3. “Things Fall Apart” by Chinua Achebe (Ages 16 
& up) - “The title of this exemplary modern African 
novel is derived from William Butler Yeats' poem 'The 
Second Coming’. It follows the life of Okonkwo, his 
family and his tribe as they encounter British colo¬ 


nialism and Christian missionaries in the late nine¬ 
teenth century. This is a fascinating read for teens 
that reflects the universal struggle of tradition versus 
change.” 

4. “Charlotte's Webb” by E.B. White (Ages 8 & up) 
— “This classic children's novel centers around an 
unlikely friendship between an innocent pig named 
Wilbur and an intelligent barn spider named 
Charlotte. Charlotte formulates a plan to save Wilbur 
from being butchered for Christmas dinner and helps 
turn him into a county-wide famous swine. Children 
will learn valuable lessons of friendship and grief in 
this exceptional story.” 

5. “A Sick Day for Amos McGee” by Philip C. Stead 
(Ages 2-6) - “Elderly zookeeper Amos McGee cher¬ 
ishes the many animals he daily takes care of at the 
zoo. When he fails to show up one morning, the ani¬ 
mals travel to Amos' house to keep him company and 
help take care of him for a change as he recovers from 
a bad cold. This is another quality example of friend¬ 
ship and loyalty for young readers.” 

6. “The Little Prince” by Antoine de Saint-Exupery 
(Ages 10 and up) “First published in France in 1943, 
this inventive fable is told by a pilot who crashes in 
the Sahara desert and is then befriended by a little 
prince. The prince's home is on an asteroid and he 
describes his many journeys from planet to planet as 
a result of his leaving his asteroid because of a love 
gone awry. The story ends in a bit of mystery, leaving 
the pilot and the reader to wonder if the prince ever 
makes it back to his asteroid and his love.” 

7. “Matilda” By Ronald Dahl (Ages 8 & up) - 
“Matilda is a highly extraordinary young girl who is 
trapped in a house with ordinary and rather unpleas- 
ant parents and stuck in a school with a cruel head¬ 


mistress. After discovering special powers, Matilda 
decides to prank her parents and headmistress for 
their reprehensible actions in order to teach them a 
lesson. The significance and value of education, hard 
work and fairness prevail in this novel. 

8. “Chrysanthemum” by Kevin Henkes (Ages 4 -8) 
- “Young, soft-hearted Chrysanthemum is proud of 
her melodious name until she enters kindergarten 
and meets other students with simple, shorter moni¬ 
kers. The other students mock Chrysanthemum for 
her unusual name until they learn their very popular 
musical teacher has a distinctive name of her own 
and that they shouldn't judge a book by its cover. 
The story addresses the relevant topic of bullying for 
young audiences.” 

9. “The Hobbit” by J. R. R. Tolkien (Ages 10 & up) 
Considered one of the greatest fantasy novels of all 
time, this story revolves around Bilbo Baggins, a hob¬ 
bit with big dreams. When legendary wizard Gandalf 
shows up at Bilbo's door, the tiny hobbit can't resist 
embarking on the journey of his lifetime. He goes on 
to encounter an array of mystical creatures until his 
final battle with the dragon Smaug. 

10. “Frog and Toad Are Friends” By Arnold Lobel 
(Ages 4 & up) “One in a series about the two best 
friends, this book is divided in to five shorter stories 
that chronicle the adventures of the endearing pair. 
From taking a swim to searching for a button to writ¬ 
ing a letter, the tales show how frog and toad work 
together to help each other out. It serves as a great 
example to young readers of what friendship truly is.”

WHEREAS, the City of Clay City is faced with ever increasing operational costs 
associated with the maintenance and operation of its existing sewer system, and is 
likewise, soon to cease treatment of wastewater with the creation of the Red River 
Wastewater Authority and the establishment of a regional wastewater facility; and in 
that Rural Development and various funding agencies require that the City enact an 
ordinance setting sewer rates to go into effect within 60 days prior to the opening of 
the new wastewater facility and operation by the Red River Wastewater Authority; 
and whereas a rate study has been done by Bell Engineering which has determined the 
acceptable rates for the City of Clay City’s customer given the relevant circumstances 
and in order to protect the financial stability of the City of Clay City, it is deemed as 
necessary and appropriate by the City Council of the City of Clay City to increase the 
charges for sewer services being provided by the City of Clay City; 

NOW BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF CLAY CITY, KENTUCKY AS 
FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. The following are adopted as the sewer rates for sewer customers of the 
City of Clay City. All Ordinances or Resolutions of the City of Clay City currently in 
place which conflict with this Ordinance are hereby amended and altered to reflect the 
changes herein.

INSPECTION PERIOD 

FOR THE PROPERTY TAX ASSESSMENT ROLL 


The Powell County real property tax roll will be opened for inspection from June 4 
through June 18, 2012. Under the supervision of the property valuation administrator 
or one of the deputies, any person may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1, 2012 assessment on which state, county and school taxes for 
2012 will be due about November 1, 2012. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation administrator in the county 
courthouse and may be inspected between the hours 8 am and 4 pm, Monday-Friday 
and 9 am to 12 am Saturday. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real property made by the PVA must 
first request a conference with the PVA or a designated deputy. The conference may be 
held prior to or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the conference 
with the PVA or designated deputy. The conference may be held prior to or during the 
inspection period. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a letter or other 
written petition stating the reasons for appeal, identifying the property and stating the 
taxpayer’s opinion of the fair cash value of the property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerk’s office no later than one work day 
following the conclusion of the inspection period. 

A taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of assessment appeals, or failing to 
appear before the board, either in person or by designated representative, will not be 
eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be made to the county board of 
assessment appeals. Personal property taxpayers shall be served notice under the 
provisions of KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest and appeal rights granted 
under the provisions of KRS 131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does not agree with the assessed 
value of personal property as determined by the property valuation administrator. 

1. He must list under protest (for certification) what he believes to be the fair cash value 
of his property. 

2. He must file a written protest directly with the Department of Revenue, Office of 
Property Valuation within 30 days from the date of the notice of assessment. 

3. This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110. 

4. The final decision of the Department of Revenue may be appealed to the Kentucky 
Board of Tax Appeals.

The overall 
susceptibility of the Red River intake to contamination is generally moderate. However, there are a few areas with high susceptibility ratings which are of concern 
The City of Stanton has an airport that is located inclose proximity to the intake site. 'This airport has a high susceptibility rating and is a potential contaminant 
source because of on-site chemical and fuel storage. Sixteen bridges or culverts with high susceptibility ratings arc also located near the intake. ITtesc potential 
contamination sites are critical because of the likelihood of contaminant spillage into the water supply . Other areas of concern include two pollutant dischargers, 
row crops, sewer lines, hazardous chemical users, and one underground storage tank. Within the greater watershed there arc numerous permitted operations, 
activities and other potential contaminant sources of moderate concern, which cumulatively increase the potential for release of contaminants within the area
